Copy of a letter from Dr. JAMES L. ARM- 


STRONG, author of "Jhe Tennessean," 
dated "Davis' Mills, Bedford county.Tenn. 
17th July. 1828. 
""In the 3d No. of the Tennessean, I 


have said,"that I was afraid of the dag- 
gers and pistols of Gen. Jackson's as- 
sassins." This has been verified. On 
yesterday/, about 12 o'clock, four men 


up to my s_b_O_p,_go_l_dQW_Ur_ajld_ 


went in. I was sitting in the front pi- 
azza of my" dwelling house, and saw 
them. Supposing them to be men who 
might have business with me, I left 
the house, unarmed, and alone, Sc pro- 
ceeded to my shop, about 150 yards 
distant. The assassins had seated them- 
elves in the back room of my shop, 
with their backs towards mej two being 
on each side of the door. - As soon as 


had entered and discovered who 


they were, I was convinced some out- 
rage was intended. The assassins were 
by name,—Malcolm Gikhrist, from Ala- 
bama ; Jesse Taylor, from the Western 
District of Tennessee; and William Gil- 
-.hrist and Archibald Fell, from Shelby- 
viHe, Tenn. 
On casting my eyes a- 


roupd, L discovered that they were ar- 
med with large clubs ; and also in the 
breasts of several, I could seethe han- 
dles of dirks and pistols, especially the 
assassin Yell. 
This is the sajne Yell 


who is a member or our legislature, 
and figured as the Jackson bully at the 
last session. 
He is the same Yell who 


certified for Parrish, that I was the au- 
thor of "The Tennessean," and procu- 
red certificates against the character of 
John Woods. These fellows ver^soon 
[irojduced_a_ paper, 
nust sign. 
Perceiving it was their ob- 


ject to force me to sign something dis- 
graceful, I told them I was unarmed 
and alone, and that it was very unfair

have mobbed and beaten Dr. Arm- 
strong, in his own house, in Tennessee, 
because the Dr. exercised"TIte right of 
an American citizen in canvassing the 
pretensions of Gen. Jackson and point- 
ing out his disqualifications. 
They 


have assaulted and beaten and threaten- 
ed a repetition of outrage upon an in- 
dividual, who had deserted the standard 
of their hero, for the exercise of the 
right of opinion, without which even 
life were a burthen—Thev have broken 
into a printing office, at the dead hour 
of night, and destroyed a form contain- 
ing truths, w i t h which they were a- 
fraid to let the people become acquain- 
ted, and which they dare not deity.— 
They have done all these things whilst 
asking aid for the elevation of the idol 
whom they woiship.
